of the case being reached with his 
testimony— the testimony of th^ con­ 
fessed slayer of the ex-governor, and 
the accuser of Haywood, M 9 ^er, Fet- 
tibone and Simpkins. 
A few' minutes later Orchard enter­ 
ed the court room In the company of 
the Jailer ‘and a number of guards. 
He Was brought in by the Tiack stair­ 
way which is used by tlie jury. 
Orchard looked cool and collected 
’ and "wat« well groomed. 
Attorney J. H. Haw iey. for the pros­ 
ecution, at once commenced his di- 
recl examination. 
In answer to a question the w it­ 
ness said he had been known as Or­ 
chard for eleven years, but that his 
real name w'as Alfred Hansley. 
As 
the examination 
proceeded 
Orciiard 
became steadier and 
his 
voic« 
in­ 
creased in volume. 
Haywood, the accused, 
kept 
Iiis 
eyes fixed on Orchard, w'ho kept his 
gaze to the front 
Hayw’ood evidently

brought them along, and the game’s 
been going on ever since. 
“ ‘Now I know just how to market 
—that is, market to advantage. 
I 
decide to have my customers call for 
one special dish, and I prepare that 
one dish in great quantity. Then my 
free lunclicrs come in. and I tell them 
just what to order. 
They all sit on 
the aisle, and no cue can pass 
in 
without seeing what is before them. 
The free lunchers e-it with apparent 
relish, and the char-ms are about 9 0 
in 100 that the newG^mers will order 
what the others are eating. 
I vary 
the big dish every day and I’m well 
satisfied with the results.’ ” 
“I had one e:^perience 
with 
the 
thing that v/as really *laughal)lc. 
I 
haiipencd to be up at the Grand Cen­ 
tral station at noon the other^ day 
and went over to the Grand Union 
for lunch—only wanted a snack, so 
I went to the limch counter. The im­ 
pulse to try the thing there hit me. 
and I looked over the bill for the un- 
likeliest dish possible. 
“I hit upon hash—corned beef hash. 
Every man that ever lived and knew 
it has a sneaking regard for hash, but 
mighty few men will risk eating hash 
in a restaurant. 
“There was scarcely any one at the 
counter when I sat down, but the 
place filled up so fast that in five 
, minutes I hardly had elbow 
room. 
And in ten minutes 16 men on either 
side of me were eating-corned beef 
bash—eating it as if it was the last 
portion on earth and they were afraid 
it would get away from them. 
“That settled it with me. I’ve tried 
the same experiment several times 
since with the same results. 
“Yes, sir. 
Man has a good deal of 
the monkey in him yet—at least when 
he goes to lunch. Test it for yourself
